2. There are two different kinds of present infinitive in Latin: active and 
deponent. They differ in form, but not in function or meaning. 


3. The present infinitive active is characterised by the ending -re. There 
are four different types.

than one person. The present imperative plural of active verbs is 
formed by adding -te to the present imperative singular. The present imper- 
ative plural of deponent verbs is formed by replacing the -re ending of the 
singular by -mini. Third conjugation verbs, both actiye and deponent, 
change the -e- of the stem to -i- when the plural endings are added.

The gender is indicated in the vocabulary by (m) 
for masculine, (f) for feminine or (n) for neuter. Each noun has only one 
gender: thus mons 'mountain' is masculine, mensa 'table' is feminine, and 
caput 'head' is neuter. A few nouns may be either masculine or feminine ac- 
cording as they refer to males or females; they are said to have common 
gender, abbreviated as (c).
